Macers of Our Privy Council, Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part, conjuncly and ſes 
verally, ſpecially Conſtitute, Greeting: Foraſmuch as, albeit by the Ninth Act of the Fourth Seffion of this Our 
currant Parliament, The Commiſſioners of Supply within the ſeveral Shires, and Magiſtrats of the (ſeveral Burghs- 
© Royal of this Kingdom, are appointed and O:dained to meet at the reſpective places, mentioned in the ſaid Act, and 
upon the particular Days of the Month of Aug, laſt by-paſt, and take up Rolls and Liſts of all the Poleable Perſons within their re- 
ſpective Bounds, containing the Names, Qualities and Degrees of the ſeyeral perſons, and value of the Eſtates belonging to them, 
contorm to the laid Act, And We by Our Proclamation of the Date the Second Day of the ſaid Month of Auguſt laſt, Required and. 
Commanded the Commiſhoners of Our Supply, to go diligently about the making up ol the ſaids Liſts, and Impowered them to Con- 
delcend upon, and defign an Heretor above an hundred pound Scots of valued Rent, at leaſt, in each Paioch where no Commiſſioner 
or Magiſttat lives, who being ſo defigned, ſhould proceed and make up the Rolls, and ſtate the Pole-money within. the ſaid Paroch, 
and report the Liſts ſo made up, to the Clerk of the Commiſſioners ot Supply, who was to Tranſmit the ſame with the Liſts made up 
by the Commiſſioners themſelves of the ſeveral Parochs within which they Dwell, to the Office of the Pole-money, kept at Edis- 
burgh, betwixt and the Day appointed by the foreſaid AR of Parliament: Yet in many Shires within this Kingdom, the ſaids Com- 
miſſioners of Supply, and Magiſtrats of Burghs, have either not at all met, or where they have met, did not Nominat perſons in the 
ſeveral Patochs, to make up the Rolls, and ſtate the Pole-money; or where, perſons have been Nominat within the ſeveral Parochs, 
they have been negligent, and failed in performance of what is Injoyned and Required of them by the foreſaid AR of Parliament anent 
the Pole- money, and Our former Proclamation following thereon: Therefore We, with Advice of the Lords of Out Privy Coua- 
cil peremptotly Require and Command the Commiſſioners of Supply within the ſeveral Shires, and Magiſtrats of Burghs, of this Our 
antient Kingdom, to meet and make up Liſts and Rolls ot the Poleable perſons within the ſeveral Parochs where they Dwell, and 
to Nominat and Appoine one Heretor, within every Paroch, of an hundred Pounds gets of valued Rent at leaſt, who being ſo 
defigned, We hereby Require and Command them to make up the Lifts and Rolls of the Poleable perſons. within their ſeyeral 
bounds, containing the Names, Qualities and Degrees of the ſeveral Perſons, and the value ef the Eſtates belonging to them, and 
Tranſmit the ſame to theclerks of the Commiſſioners ot Supply. ho ate to ſead them to thePole-money- office at Edinburgh, conform to 
the loriner Proclamation made theteanent. And We with Advice ſoreſaid Require and Command the ſaids ſeveral Commiſſioners, and 
particular Hetetors deſigned within each paroch by them, to attend at the Paroch Church within their reſpeRive Bounds, upon ſuch 
a Day in the Forenoon, as ſhall be intimate to them by the Farmers of the Pole. money; and to the Inhabitants within the ſaid Pa- 
roch, at the Church Door thereof, upon the Sandy after Divine Service, preceeding the ſaid Day, and there to Judge and Deter- 
mine all Debates and Controverſies that ſhall ariſe berw:xr any of Our Leidges within the ſaid Paroch, and the Farmers of Our Pole- 
money, or their Sub-tarmers or 'ColleRors, anent the (aid Fole - money, Liſts thereof, Qualities or DEgrees of the ſeveral perſons 
within the ſaid Paroch, and value of the Eftates belonging to them, whoſe Sentences therein ſhall be ſufficient Warrand and Rule, 
according whereunto they are to Collect and Levy the (aid Pole money, Certifying the ſaids Commiſſioners, and Magiſtrats of Burghs, 
who ſhall either fail to meet, or being met, fail ro defign Heretots of the ſeveral Parochs, tor making up the (aids Rolls and Lifts , 
and the (aids Heretors being ſo deſigned, and particular Commiſſioners within the Parochs where they Dwell reſpectiuè, who ſfhyll not 
duly makeup the Rolls and Lifts; and deliver the ſame to the Clerk of Supply, in manner toreſaid, and who ſhall not punRually attend 
at the reſpeRive Paroch Churches, to Judge and Determine in the Caies aboye-expreſt, upon intimacion given, in manner above- 
mentioned: Our Letters of Horning ſhall be directed againſt them, and each of them, at the inſtance of any of the Farmets of the 
Pole-money, their Sub- tackimen, or Collectors Charging them thereto, under the pain of five pounds Scots, tories quoties, to be 
payed tothe Charger And We hereby Require the Clerks of Our Privy Council, to Grant to them the foreſaid Letters of Horn- 
ing in common form to that effe&, And for the more eaſie ſtating the ſaid Pole - money, and uplitting thereof, We with Advice of 
Our Privy Council, and conform to the power granted to them by the foreſaid Act of Parliament, hereby Require and Command all He- 
retors, or at leaſt their Tutors, FaRtors and Chamberlains, to give in to the (aid teſpective Commiſſioner, or Fetetor defigned tor the 
Paroch in which they Dwell, within the time contained in the ſaid AR of Parliament, the number and Names of all Tennents who 
have taken Lands or Houſes immediatly of the Heretors and Proprictars, and all Tennents in Lands or Houſes to give in, in manger fore- 
aid, the number and names of their Sub- tennents and Cottars, under the pain of Twelve ſhilling Scots for each Tutor, Factor or 
Chamberlain, and ſix ſhilling Scots for each Tennent failing in the Premiſſes, to be applyed to the ule of Our ſaids Farmers, their Sub. 
tackſmen or Collectors, by and attour the ſaid Fole-money, wherein they are reſpective lyable- OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, 
and We Charge you ſtrictly and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat - croſs of Edizbergh, and 
the remanent Mercat · croſſes of the Head-burghs of the ſeveral Shires within this Kingdom, and there in Our Name and Authority, by 
open Praclamation, make Intimation of the Premiſſes, that none pretend Ignorance,
